Then the thuggi called “Lay, 
lay, lay, lay,” for a few moments, 
when, lo and behold, a large herd of 
ngatwe, or big, short, flattish fish, 
came up Just under our feet and were 
promptly fed by the Burmans. 
The fish were amazingly tam e and 
tolerated being stroked and petted 
even by me. There were In all about 
thirty-three cf them, varying in size 
from eighteen inches to three and a 
half feet long, the larger ones having 
a girth at the gills of about thirty inch­ 
es. 
They would go away and come 
back whenever they were called.

W hen in camp the other day, I was 
riding through a village when the vil­ 
lage headman asked me if I would like 
to see “the fish.” I, not knowing what 
the headman meant, at once wrent w ith 
him down to the banks of the stream , 
follow s! by several villagers with 
baskets of sessanum and paddy mixed 
together. Then the thuggi called “Lay, 
lay, lay, lay,” for a few moments, 
when, lo and behold, a large herd of 
ngatwe, or big, short, flattish fish, 
came up just under our feet and were 
promptly fed by the Burmans. 
The fish were amazingly tam e and 
tolerated being stroked and petted 
even by me. 
There w’ere In all about 
thirty-three cf them, varying in size 
from eighteen inches to three and a 
half feet long, the larger ones having 
a girth at the gills of about thirty inch­ 
es. 
They would go aw’ay and come 
back whenever they were called. 
The villagers told me—and I see no 
reason to doubt w hat they say—that 
these same fish come up against the 
monsoon flood at the end of June and 
go away about October every year. 
They can recognize individual fish by 
marks, scars, etc., which they pointed 
out to mc. 
The Mon is nearly dry in the cold 
and end of the hot weather, and the 
fact that these fish return to this one 
village landing stage every year reg­ 
ularly and never go to any other is 
quite worthy of remark. 
A villager 
who kills any of them has to undergo 
a penalty of IO shillings by common 
consent, and great care is In conse­ 
quence taken of them. 
The ngatw e of upper Burma is a 
very short, thick fish, tapering rapidly 
from behind the gills to the tail, has 
long feelers on both upper and lower 
lip and has no noticeable teeth. 
Ile 
makes very good eating and has but 
few bones. I have often heard of tam e 
fish in tanks, but a herd of tam e fish 
in a monsoon river connected with the 
great Iraw adi is a very bizarre phe­ 
nomenon.—Burma Cor. London Field.

marcation, for the most part, take as 
point of departure the difference between events in which the permanent 
or repeatable elements are observed to exist outside of the body and those In 
which the only permanence is w hat may be supplied by the body itself. 
Crudely, whjit occurs within the body is psychic, w hat happens outside of it 
1s material. 
As for the brain, Flechslg shows that before birth and for long after the sur­ 
face of the cortex and the fibers leading from these to other portions of the 
brain and body ore developed only iii spots. This investigator is able to fix 
the separate development of about 40 regions. 
The order In which this oc­ 
curs is indicated by the numerals in the accompanying diagram of the left 
aide of the brain. 
A great part of this development is covered by the 
48 half brains examined by Fleehsig, which were of age from 2Mr months 
before normal birth to I *4 years old. The fibers running to and from the re­ 
gions marked from I to 8 are developed before full term, those regions marked 
9-32 are not present until the child is I month old, while those from 33-40 come 
after this period. 
* 
Aa the reader has already surmised, these definite portions of the brain are 
normally connected with a definite kind of experience. 
Those, for (‘sam ­ 
ple, marked 5, 5a, Cb, etc., are necessary to the consciousness of sight. 
As 
■ Qoltz and Munk have shown In the case of lower animals, lf this region is 
removed the animal becomes psychically blind. Other portions of his nervous 
system nearer the eye than the surface of tin* brain still operate In a limited 
way. 
But, as far as the sensations of sight are concerned, the animal acts 
for many weeks and sometimes always In the annie way os if his whole cere­ 
brum had been removed. After a time, in some cases, he regains a portion of 
his ability to see, as if some other part of the cortex had taken on vicariously 
the functions which had been lost. 
A dog, for example, with this portion of 
M s brain removed, turns Ills head In answ er to his name, wags his tall, 
walks around, smells meat and follows after it. If, hoivevor, he is placed in 
an open box which is no higher than his head, he will not jump out, al­ 
though he could quite easily do so. He probably has something in him which 
corresponds and reacts to the appearance of the box, as he docs not run 
against It, but the full Interpretation of a visual object Is Impossible for him, 
and so he fails to make the Judgment th at the box Is not high enough to pre­ 
vent him from jumping over. 
The portions marked I, 1a, lh, 0, 12 and IO down the middle of the figure 
have for a long H u h * been known as motor regions—that Is, the destruction 
of these parts causes paralysis of tho muscles or at least prevents all volun­ 
tary movement. 
The region marked In and I, for example, Is th a t which is 
connected with the right hand. If the subject is placed under chloroform, the 
portion of the skull over this removed and a current of electricity applied 
here, the right hand will move. If the current is applied toward the forward 
and upper portion, I in* fingers will extend; lf toward the lower and posterior 
portions, the hand will dose as If grasping. 
The portions marked Hi and I have a peculiar importance in the human 
race.

W ashington, Jan. 8.—Several seri 
ous conflicts at arm s have occurred 
a t New Ch wang, between American 
blue jackets and 
Russian soldiers, 
and the Russian governm ent regards !

has made com plaint to the United 
States. 
News (if this entirely unex-; 
peeled international incid( nt came to 
the State departm ent to-day in a cable 
dispatch from Edwin II. Conger, Uni­ 
ted States m inister at Pekin. 
Mr. Conger said in his message that 
there had been three hostile clashes, 
in which one Russian soldier 
was 
wounded, and that the Russian m in­ 
ister at P< kin had made representa­ 
tions to him, protesting against tile 
conduct of the American sailor. The 
dispatch was sent by the Secretary 
of State to the Secretary of JtTteNavyj 
who immediately cabled instructions 
to United States gunboat Vicksburg, 
at New Chwang, to m ake every ef­ 
fort to stop the disturbances and to 
report the circum stances connected 
with the outbreak of hostilities. 
Beyond those given above, no de­ 
tails of the incident are obtainable 
here. 
The officials concerned are ex­ 
ceedingly reticent. 
Most cf 
them, 
however, profess to have no concern 
over the affair and express belief that 
it will be adjusted in a satisfactory 
manner. 
The cause of the disturb­ 
ance cannot be ascertained. 
The Vicksburg, which is commanded 
by Commander 
Barry, is the only 
American warship at New Chwang. 
She is there in w inter quarters. New 
Chwang is a port in Northern China 
held by tho Russians and is garri 
Boned by a large body of soldiers of 
tho czar.

As the facts which have'Just boon reviewed go to demonstrate, experience 
of different kinds is closely connected with di fie runt brain regions. The pres­ 
ence of such brain centers is, however, only one condition of these experiences. 
The action of the environment is equally necessary. 
How the environment 
begins to act upon the already partially formed brain centers aud w hat are 
the first effects to be observed will be discussed in the next lesson.

of these parts of the body are controlled from their centers, but in man the 
portions on the left side, aud the left side alone, become the controlling cen­ 
ters for those line aud difficult movements of the lips, tongue aud pharynx 
which are necessary to articulate words. 
They have thus come to be called 
th e motor language centers. 
Memory or the use of spoken words becomes 
impossible if these regions are destroyed. 
When w ritten and printed language is based upon spoken language, these 
centers have been connected with the optic centers marked 5, 5a, 5b. At first 
th e sight of a printed word means nothing more in a direct connection than 
th e interpretation which is made possible by the function of the optic lobe. 
T he word is simply seen in its shape aud color, as it is seen by any person 
who has not learned to read. When the importance of these peculiar shapes 
fo r words is realized, it is because a direct aud immediate connection has 
been opened up between the optic lobes aud the language centers. We have 
thus the definite associations of these two regions, so that, with the excep­ 
tion of deaf mutes, it is impossible for an educated person to look at a printed 
w ord without recognizing it as something to be spoken and in many cases 
w ithout making some slight movements of the lips, tongue or pharynx, show­ 
ing the agitation of tie centers which control these parts. In other words, a 
definite habit is formed. 
To return to our diagram, the portions marked 7, 7a are shown to be 
centers for hearing aud on the left side for the hearing of words. Injury of 
this regiou prevents a person from understanding words spoken to him.

PECULIARITIES OF SOUND. 


T he K in d o f N ote Kent S alted Fop 
1.0119 Itnnjce S ign al*. 
Signals made by sounds of explosion 
are not the most reliable. Their pene­ 
tration is obviously often uncertain, 
while, their duration being brief, they 
may bo missed by momentary inatten­ 
tion. The reed horn was the more effi­ 
cient instrum ent as compared with 
guncotton cartridges over London. The 
siren would probably have boon yet 
more efficient as also doubtless a horn 
capable of producing tw o notes differ­ 
ing, say, by the interval of a third or a 
fifth, a conclusion arrived a t many 
years ago by experim ents which have 
been unhappily too much lostt^ight of. 
Professor Piazzl Smith found by trial 
th at a high note was generally more 
penetrating as a signal, but advised 
th a t such a note should not bo used 
alone, assigning as one reason th a t in­ 
dividuals possess note deafness similar 
to color blindness, so that no one note 
could be trusted. Experim ents went to 
prove th a t a sound varying between a 
high and a low note best arrested a t­ 
tention at long range. 
And the same result has been arrived 
a t In another way. The peculiar cry of 
the Alpine guide, which is, in fact, of 
th at nature which Professor Smith ad­ 
vocates, has doubtless been taught by 
the exigencies of his situation, whore 
his voice is required to carry across 
broad and deep ravines. N ature has 
taught the same lesson in the Austra­ 
lian wilds, where the characteristic 
“Cowl, cowl!” appears essential to pen­ 
etrate the deep woods. 
Nor indeed need we look farther for 
an example of the same kind than our 
own village lanes. The high pitched 
voices of children are very farreaching. ' 
Their shouting can he heard farther j 
nVny in the sky than that of man, and 
in calling to their fellows they always 
employ a trick of the voice taught 
doubtless by experience. 
Tho child 
will summon hor playmate from far 
away with a well practiced “Sally,” 
the first syllable, high pitched and pro­ 
longed. giving place to the second syl­ 
lable uttered abruptly in a .vet higher 
note. Aud this mode of calling is uni­ 
versal.—Nineteenth Century.

JIB question, How Is expo* 
rlonre possible? Is not ii 
problem for child study. 
For us everything is a 
portion of experience. Tho 
m aterial on one hand and the psychic 
on the other are sim ply convenience* 
of classification, 
which, 
moreover, 
gradually change. These lines of de­ 
m arcation. for th e most part, take as 
point of departure the* d ifferen ce between events In which the perm anent 
or repeatable elem ents arc observed to exist outside of th e body and those In 
w hich the only perm anence Is w h at may be supplied by th e body itself. 
Crudely, w h at occurs w ithin th e body is psychic, w hat happens outside of it 
1s m aterial. 
As for th e brain, Flechsig shows th a t lief ore birth and for long a fte r th e su r­ 
face of the cortex and the fibers leading from these to other portions of Hie 
brain and body are developed only in spots. 
This Investigator is able to fix 
th e separate developm ent of about 40 regions. 
The order In w hich this rte-, 
curs Is indicated by the num erals in tin* accom panying diagram of the left 
side of the brain. 
A g n a t p art of this developm ent Is covered by the* 
48 half brains exam ined by Fh*elislg. which wore of age from 2 l/j m onths 
before norm al birth to 114 years old. The fibers running to and from the re­ 
gions m arked from I to 8 are developed before full term , those regions m arked 
9-32 are not present until the child is I m onth old, while those from 33-40 come 
a fte r this period. 
* 
As the reader lins already surm ised, these definite portions of th e brain are 
norm ally connected w ith a definite kind of experience. 
Those, for exam ­ 
ple, m arked 5, fin, fib, etc., are necessary to th e consciousness of sight. 
As 
Goltz and M unk have shown In th e ense of low er anim als, lf this region Is 
rem oved th e anim al becomes psychically blind. 
O ther portions of his nervous 
aystem nearer the eye th an th e surface of the brain still operate in a lim ited 
w ay. 
But, as far as the sensations of sight are concerned, th e anim al acts 
for m any w eeks nnd som etim es alw ays In the sam e w ay os If his w hole cere­ 
brum had been removed. 
A fter a tim e, In some cases, he regains a portion of 
his ability to see, as lf some other p art of the cortex had taken on vicariously 
th e functions which had been lost. 
A dog, for exam ple, w ith this portion of 
tats brain removed, turns bis head in answ er to his nam e, w ags his tall, 
w alks around, sm ells m eat and follow s afte r It. 
If, however, he Is placed In 
an open box which Is no higher than bis bead, he xviii not jum p out, al­ 
though he could quite enslly do so. Ile probably lins som ething In bim w'liich 
corresponds and reacts to the appearance of tho box, as lie docs not run 
ag ain st It, but the full Interpretation of a visual object Is Impossible for him, 
an d so he falls to m ake the judgm ent th a t th e box is not high enough to pre­ 
vent him from Jum ping over. 
Tho portions m arked I. In, lh . 0, 12 and IO down th e m iddle of th e figure 
have for a long tim e been known as m otor regions—th a t is, th e destruction 
of these p arts causes paralysis of tin* m uscles or a t least prevents all volun­ 
ta ry m ovement. 
The region m arked la and I, for exam ple, is th a t w hich is 
connected w ith the right hand. 
If the subject is placed under chloroform , th e 
portion of the skull over this rem oved and a current of electricity applied 
here, th e right hand will move.

T he portions m arked lit and 1 have a peculiar im portance in th e hum an 
race.

The 
siren would probably have been yet 
m ore efficient as also doubtless a horn 
capable of producing tw o notes differ­ 
ing, say, by the interval of a third or a 
fifth, a conclusion arrived a t m any 
years ago by experim ents w hich have 
been unhappily too m uch losOjtight of. 
P rofessor Pinzzi Sm ith found by trial 
th a t a high note w as generally more 
p enetrating as a signal, but advised 
th a t such a note should not be used 
alone, assigning as one reason 'that in­ 
dividuals possess note deafness sim ilar 
to color blindness, so th a t no one note 
could be trusted. E xperim ents w ent to 
prove th a t a sound varying betw een a 
high and a low note best arrested a t­ 
tention a t long range. 
And the sam e result has been arrived 
a t in another w ay. T he peculiar cry of 
th e A lpine guide, w hich is, in fact, of 
th a t n atu re w hich Professor Sin itll ad ­ 
vocates, has doubtless been tau g h t by 
th e exigencies of his situation, w here 
his voice is required to carry across 
broad and deep ravines. N ature bas 
tau g h t th e sam e lessen in tho A ustra­ 
lian wilds, w hore the characteristic 
“Cowi, cowi!” appears essential to pen­ 
etra te the deep woods. 
Nor indeed need we look fa rth e r for 
an exam ple of th e sam e kind than our 
own village lanes. The high pitched 
voices of children are very farreaching.

A novel plan to relieve the congested 
condition of Paris streets has just been 
submitted at a meeting of prominent 
engineers which was held to discuss 
further Improvements In public trans­ 
portation. M. Cnssalongn, a well known 
civil engineer, suggested that an under­ 
ground moving sidewalk similar to that 
at the Paris exposition of PHX), but 
much larger, be constructed. Accord­ 
ing to his plan, there would be four 
platforms, each moving at a different 
rate of speed from the others, the fast­ 
est going at the rate of thirteen miles 
an hour. 
M. Cassnlonga convinced his hearers 
that such a scheme would be cheaper 
than an electric underground railway 
and that it would multiply greatly the 
accommodation of the public, lie said 
to the Paris correspondent of the Chi­ 
cago Daily News: 
“ Part of the platform might be given 
up to the use of heavy teams, the city 
thus gaining both from an {esthetic 
and a pecuniary point of view, since 
the paving departm ent would save 
hundreds of thousands of francs annu­ 
ally by the reduction of wear on the 
I street surfaces. I am sure also that the 
public would prefer the rolling side- 
I walk to stuffy cars, not to mention the 
elimination of danger from collision.”
